I. The highest bidder to be the buyer; and if any dispute arise between 
bidders, the lot so disputed shall be immediately put up again, pro- 
vided the Auctioneer cannot decide the said dispute. 

II. No person to advance less than 1s.; above five pounds, 2s. 6d.; and 
so on in proportion. 
III. In the case of lots upon which there is a reserve, the Auctioneer shall 
have the right to bid on behalf of the Seller. 


IV. The purchasers to give in their names and places of abode, and to pay 
down 10s. in the pound, if required, in part payment of the purchase 
money; in default of which the lot or lots purchased to be immediately 
put up again and resold.

*,* A MANUSCRIPT OF HIGH IMPORTANCE, having been written some 
years before the appearance of the first surreptitious edition of 
1642. Sir Thomas Browne is known to have written three manu- 
scripts, each differing from the other. When he resolved to disown 
the printed copy, the destruction of these manuscript originals was 
essential to the success of his repudiation. That he was careful to 
remove all trace of them is evident from Wilkins’ examination of 
the author’s MS., scarcely a fragment of the work remaining. The 
orthography of the present manuscript is more antique, and the 
punctuation and paragraph arrangement altogether different from 
the first printed version, and, of still higher importance, it has 
more than eight hundred variant readings, not counting innumer- 
able minor differences, obvious typographical errors, etc. These, 
more or less, decisively point to its being anterior to the one used 
by the printer. Take three instances: words are attributed to St. 
Peter which were spoken by St. Paul, and it is corrected (p. 24) in 
the printed version ; the Powder Treason passage on p. 37 of the 
latter reads thus in the MS., “Twas not a meere chance to discouer 
the Powder Treason contriued by a miscarriage in the letter.” The 
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present MS. is without the final sentence to be found in ad/ the col- 
lated MSS. and printed editions, it ends with the previous sentence. 
There were four MSS. known to be extant (including that in the 
Bodleian and the imperfect one in the British Museum) when 
Wilkins published his edition. He collated them all, and came to 
the conclusion that they, together with the surreptitious editions, 
contain the author’s private soliloquies, and the later issues his 
public opinions. The present MS. has lain obscured for over two 
centuries and a-half in a bound volume of historical pieces, bearing 
dates from 1613 to 1631. In all probability it represents an earlier 
version of the work than any known up to the present.

NAPOLEON MANUSCRIPT which is known to have occurred for sale.

It agrees almost word for 
word with the famous dispatch of 18th January, 1797, which 
Napoleon sent to the French Government, reporting a succession 
of victories over the Austrian forces under General Alvintzi near 
Verona.

At the end of the Stowe portion of this manuscript will be found 
a remarkably early and most curious account of Shakespeare. This 
eulogy on Shakespeare is given in extenso because the present MS. 
seems to have entirely escaped the numerous biographers of the Poet. 

“The worthy Poet, Mr. William Shakespeare, the Glory of the 
English Stage, was born at Stratford upon Avon, in Warwickshire. 

‘Many were the wit combats betwixt him and Ben Johnson, 
whichtwo wemay compare to a Spanish great Gallion, and an English- 
man of War. Mr. Johnson (like the former) was built far higher in 
Learning, solid but slow in his performances: Shakespeare with 
the Englishman of War, lesser in bulk but higher in sailing, could 
turn with all Tides, tack about and take advantage of all winds, 
by the quickness of his wit and invention. This our famous come- 
dian died, Anno Domini 16— and was buried at Stratford-upon- 
Avon, the Town of his nativity upon whom one hath bestowed 
this Epitaph : 

Renouned Spenser, lye a thought more nigh 

To learned Chaucer, and rare Beaumont lye 

A little nearer Spenser, to make room 

For Shakespear in your threefold fourfold Tomb 
To lodge all four in one Bed make a shift 

Until Doomsday, for hardly will a fifth 

Betwixt this day and that by Fates be slain, 
ffor whom your curtains may be drawn again 

If your precedency in death do bar, 

A fourth place in your Sacred Sepulchar ; 
Under this Sacred Marble of thine own 

Sleep rare Tragedian Shakespeare! Sleep alone. 
Thy unmolested peace in an unshar’d cave, 
Possess us Lord not Tenant of thy Grave. 

That unto us, and others it may be 

Honour hereafter to be laid by thee. 

It is surely a remarkable fact that seventeen years after Shake- 
speare’sdeath both the year of hisbirth and the year of his deathshould 
have been unknown to our anonymous author. Basse’s famous poem 
on Shakespeare seems to differ somewhat from the hitherto re- 
corded versions, the 11th line especially. 

This important volume was formerly in the possession of the 
famous antiquary William Herbert, who notes on the fly-leaf : 

“This Manuscript appears for the most part to be a Transcript, 
by some indefatigable contemporary writer, from the Ist Folio 
Edition of Stowe’s Survey printed 1633 ; but besides totally alter-

Somehow a copy of Chapman’s Homer, lent to me by Haydon has 
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disappeared from my lodgings...... so I must get one at Longmans 
and send it to Lisson Grove, or you must, or as I have given you 
a job on the River, ask Mistessey... The copy was in good con- 
dition with the head—Damn all theives! ” 


Attached to the letter is a small piece of paper, on which occurs 
the following in Keats’ autograph : 


“My Chest of Books divide among my friends 


In case of my death this scrap of paper 

may be servicable (s¢c) in your possession. 
All my estate real and personal consists 

in the hopes of the sale of books publish’d or 
unpublish’d. Now I wish Brown and 

you to be the first paid Creditors—the 

rest is in nubibus—but in case it 

should shower pay my Taylor the 

few pounds I owe him.” 


The letter and paper are endorsed by John Taylor as follows :— 
‘Enclosed in this letter I received a testamentary Paper in John 
Keats’s handwriting, without date, on which I have indorsed a 
memorandum to this effect, for the purpose of identifying it ; and 
for better security it is hereunto annexed. 

22 Sept. 1820. John Taylor.” 


“N.B.—On the 14th August, or the 15th, 1820, I received this 
paper, which is in John Keats’s handwriting, inclosed in the an- 
nexed letter which came by the 3dy Post.

Sept. 1820, R. W.” on which Richard Woodhouse wrote as fol- 
lows: “A lock of the hair of John Keats, which I cut off at 
Gravesend on Sunday, the Septr.

ONE I HAVE DONE FROM THE LIFE. I remember you told me in 
your last letter that you “would prefer anything done from the 
life to a mere copy.” I have another, but it is a posthumous por- 
trait, which I shall keep myself now that I send you this. I have 
sent you 2 letters without hearing from you—have you received 
them? One was respecting Keats’s Memoir. Pray tell me about 
it when you have an hour’s leisure. The view of the place where 
he is buried is too large to send by Mr. Vendramini, who is so 
kind to bear this for me.......
